The Chevalier had brisk Eyes, a hand- 
ſome Noſc,a pretty Mouth, a dimple in his 
Chin, and | know not what of fine in his 
Phifiognomy,hisShape had been comely,hac 
he not ſtooped , his Wit was delicare and 
rallant. However, his Meen and his Accent 
gave a Grace to what he ſaid, that became 
nothing in the Mouth of another. A mark 
of this 1s that he writ the worlt of any Bo- 
dy, and he writ as he ſpoke, T it 
be ſaperfluoas to ſay that a Rival is ivcom- 
mode, the Chevalier was to that point, that 
it would have been better for a pour Wo- 
man to be troubled with four others thca 
he alone.

Qualities ; but as ot 
thoſe twelve years ſhe had been baniſh<d, 
five from Mademoilelle 4* Orleans, Gaſten®s 
of France*'s Daughter, a Princeſs whom 
Fortune perſecuted , becauſe ſhe had Ver- - 
rue, and could not reduce her great Cou- 
rage to the baſenelles that the Court de- * 
mands. During their abſence the” Cheva- 
lier had tied himiclt to a very regular Con- 
ſtancy;z and tho the Counteſs was very 
lovely, he merited ſome excuſe tor bis 
Lightneſs, being he had never received a- 
ny favour from her.

And he was in the Right, for the Counteſs 
wasa lovely Woman , ſhe had blew and 
ſparkhng Eyes, 2 handſome Noſe, an agre- 
able Mouth, of a fine Colour , and white 
and ſmooth Skin; the forme of her Face 
was long, and never any One but ſhe jn the 
world was embeliſhed with a long Chan, 
her hair was brown, and ſhe was ever Gal 
Jantly dreſt,but her finery proceeded rather 
from Art than the magnificence of her 
Clothes; her Will was free and natural! , 
her Humour cannot be deicribed, for it was 
with the Modeſty of her Sex of the Humour 
of all the World. People by much rhink- 
ing of what they have #o do, think uſually 
better at the end than at the beginning. 
The contrary happened uſually ro the 
Counteſs 4 her Refleftions ſpoyl-d her 
firſt Motions. I know not if the Confidence 
ihehad inher Merit made her careleſs of 
teeking Lovers, for ſhe rook no pains at all 
to have them. And indeed when any One 
of himſelf made his addreſles ro her, ſhe 
neither affefted Rigour to be rid of him, 
nor Kindaeſs ro retain him , he left of his

others Vittoria Manceri, Ducheſs of Mer- 
caur , and rhree dayes after her Death , 
Madam de Fullars, and it was for this reaſon 
that Benſerade, who was in love with her, 
made this Sonnet upon the Chevaher.

that ſhe be more rnde than another , aqd c- 
ſpecially that ſhe be impartial in her Seye- 
rity, for the leaſt favour ſhe ſhall let herſelf 
looſe to, does more reingage a Lover than 
a thouſand Refuſals does diſguſt him. 

An honeſt Miſtreſs has fo much fincerity 
for her Lover, that rathcr than fail ro tel] 
him things of conſequence, ſhe tells him 
even what are trifles : Well knowing, that 
if he cameto bc informed by other means of 
certain indifferent things, that are rendred 
Criminal at their bcing told again, it would 
have the worlt cffett imaginable. She keeps 
no Mcaſurcs with him in point of Conk- 
dence , the tells him not only her own (c- 
crets, buteven thoſe ſhe knew before, or 
what the learns elſewhere every day. She 
calls thoſe people ridiculous , Who ſay, 
that being Miſtreſs of anothers Secrets , we 
ought not to tell it our Loyers : She an- 
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ſwers to that, that if .they ſtill love vs, 
they will never fay any thing of it: And it 
they happen to abandon us, we ſhould 
have much more to loſe than our Fricnds 
ſecret 3 but ſhe fancics, we onzhr never to 
conſider them, as fuch as w:ll one day leave 
off loving us, and that otherwiſe we ſhould 
be Fools to grant them Favours. 

In a word, her Maxim is, That who gives 
her heart has nothing more to manage ; the 
knows that there arc only two Encounters 
that can diſpence her from telling all co her 
Lover; the one it he was indiicrect, and 
the other if he had any Gallantry before 
hers. For it would be imprudence in her 
to ſpeak to him in that caſe , at leaſt with- 
out he preſſed her extreamly , and then it 
would be he humſelt that occaſioned his own 
Vexation. 

Finally, an honeſt Miſtreſs hclieves that 
what juſtifics her Love cycn with the molt 
ſevere Men, is, when ſhe is doceply finirten, 
when ſhe takes pleaſure in making it ap- 
pear to her Lover, when ſhe furprizes him 
by a thouſand little favours, that he did 
not expect ; when ſhe has no reſerve for 
him, when ſhe applies herlelt ro procure 
him eſteemamone(t all Peopie ; 2ad that in 
2 word, ſhe makes of her P2l:on the y_ 
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eſt buſineſs of her Life : Withour this, Ma 
dam, (hc holiis Love for a Debauche,and that 
itis a Brutal Commerce, and a Trade by 
which ruined Women ſubſilt. 

Mademoiſelle de Cornuelle having left off 
heron Good God! faid Madam & O- 
lonne, what tins things have you now ſaid; 
bur how difhcult are they to be put in pra- 
Gtice? I even find therein ſome injuſtice ; 
for in a word, ſince we even deceive our 
Hushands, whom tlic Laws have made our 
Maſters, why ſhonld our Gallants come oft 
ar a better rate? They whom nothing ob- 
liges us to love hut the choice we make, and 
whom we take to ferve n$as long, and as 
+ little as we pleaſe. . 1 did not fay, anſwer- 
ed Mademoiſelle de Cornuelle, that we ought 
not to abandon our Gallants , when they 
diſpleaſe useither by their own defects, or 
our wearinels ; but 1 have ſhown you the 
nice manner by which you ought ro difen- 
24:c your felt from them, not to give them 
any recaton tocry out upon yon im the world: 
For iiia word, Madam, tace they have im- 
polcd that rvi2nny npon the Hononr of Las 
dics, not to love what they hind lovely, we 
muſt comply with Cultome, and conceal 
our ſelves at leaſt when we om love. ww 
my Dear, fa'd Madam a? Olonxe to her, 1 
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am going to act wonders, 1 am fully refol- 
ved of it ,. but withal I ground the greate!t 
hopes of my Conduct upon avoiding Occa- 
lions. 

Whether it be by avoiding, or reſiſtance, 
ſaid Mademoiſelle d: Cornxelle , it is no 
matter , provided your Lover be fatisfied 
w:th you , and thereupon having exhorted 
her to remain firm in her good latentiops » 
ſhe took her leave. 

During Madam @a* Olonne's ſeparation 
from AMarſillac , they wrote to one another 
very often, but as there was nothing therein 
remarkable, 1 ſhall not mention their Let- 
ters, which ſpoke of their love, and of 
their impatience to ſce one another again , 
butina very common manner. Madam < 
Olonne was the fhirlt who returned to Pars ; 
the Count de Guiche during the Progreſs to 
Lyons, perſwaded Aonſueur, the Kings 
Brother, with whom he was rauch in fa- 
vour , to have aGallantry at his return to 
Paris with Madam 4? Olonne, and” had of- 
ſcred himſelf to ſerve him in it, and to 
procure him content in a ſhort eime. This 
Prince had promiſed the Count de Guche to 
make the necellary Paces to engage that 
Cocquet , inſomuch that in the Converſa- 
tions he had with Madam 4? Olo ne, he on- 
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/ ly ſpoke to ker of the love that Prince had 
>for her : He told her that he had declared 
it to him more than an hundred times up* 
on the Journey, « and that ſhe would cer- 
rainly ſce kim ſigh alloon as he was retura- 
cd. A Woman who ha.: Citizens and Gen- 
tlemen her Gallants , fome handiome , 0- 
thers ugly.might well love a comely Prince, 
Madam &? Olonne received the Count de 
Guche*s Propoſition with an uvexprethble 
joy ; and it was ſogreat, that ſhedid not (o 
much as make thole Excuſes which Coquets 
make in ſuch like Encounters. Another 
would have faid that ſhe would not love a- 
ny one, but leſs a Prince than any man fo- f 

ever, becauſe he would not have fo much 

application. Madam 4* Olonxe, who was 

p the moſt natural Woman in the World,and 
the moſt paſbonate, kept no bounds of Mo = 
deſty , but anſwered the Count de Gaicbe, | 
That ſhe c{tcemed hericlt more than ſhe had 
yer done, fince ſhe pleaſed fo great and fo 
rational a Prince, When the Court was 
returned to Paris, the Duke of Orleans did 
not anſwer the cagerneiles, the ,Count had 
prepared Madam «? 0loxne for , who deli- 
vered herſcli allentirely. All this produ- 
ced nothing , and made her but the more 
know how indiffercat ſhe was to that 
Prince. | 
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Prince. The Count de Guiche ſeeing that 
the Duke of Orleans did not bite at the 
Hook, changed his Deſign, ard was deſi- 
rous at leaſt that the Services he would have 
rendred to Madam &4* Olonne, ſhould be of 
ſome advantage to him. Whereupon he re- 
folved to act the part of a Lover himſelf, 
and being the Commerce he had had with 
her upon the Amours of the Duke of Or- 
leans, had made hyn very familiar , he did 
not belance to write to her this Letter. 


6 E have laboured hitherto in vain , 
Y Madam, the Queen haters you,and 
©the Duke of Orleans apprehends difplea- 
«ſing her , 1 have reaſon to be in deſpair , 
* Madam, but you can comfort me it you

* with him , becauſe | ſhould not have becn 
© able to have reſiſted the inclination 1 have 
*for you. 1 do nut queſtion but thar at 
6 fhixſt you will be ſhocked at the difference, 
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© but lay afide your Ambition,and you will 
© not find your ſelf ſo miſerable as you ima- 
© pine. 1 am certain that when Spight ſhall 
*have caſt you into my Arms, Love will 
© there retain you. 
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Let People ſay what they will againit 
Women, thcre is ſometimes more impru- 
dence than malice in their Conduct : Moſt 
of them no longer think , when they are 
courted , that they ought never to love: 
In the mean time they proceed further than 
they imagine » they do things ſometimes , 
thinking they ſhall be always Cruel , 
which they extreamly repent of, when they 
are become more Humane. The ſame thing 
happened to Madam 4* Olonne;, ſhe was 
ſtung to the quick that ſhe had failed of the 
Prince's Heart, after having reckoned it a- 
mongſther Conqueſts; in ſeeking ſome one 
to apply herſclt to for the amuſing her 
pricf, ſhe found nothing more likely to be- 
lieve, than that the Count de Guiche for his 
own Intereſt had hindred him from loving 
her. Infomuch that as well to revenge her- 
{clf of him, as to reaſlure Marſillac, whom 
this Intrigue had alarmed, ſhe ſacrificed to 
him the Connt de Gaiche's Letter, without 
conſidering that Love would perhaps ob. 
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lize her to do the ſame with thoſe of Adar- 
fillac, and he whom Madam a? Olonne gave 
a thouſand Favours to, made the uſe of 
them that is common, when one is ſatisfied 
with his Miſtreſs , he rendred her a thon - 
ſand thanks for her Sincerity, and content- 
ed himfclf with rtriumphing over his Ri- 
vals, without ſhowing any indiſcreet 
Pride. 

In the mean time the Count de Guiche not 
knowing the Deſtiny of his Letter, went 
the day after to Madam «* Olonne?s Houſe ; 
bur ſo much Company was there that day, 
that he could not ſpeak to her about buſi- 
neſs at that time. He only obſerved that 
ſhe had eyed him very much, and from her 
Houle he went to acquaint F:eſque with the 
ſtate of his Aﬀairs, who fince his return 
from Lyons, he had made his Confident ; 
he went likewiſe to tell che ſame to YVine- 
vil ; and they both judged by the weakneſs 
of the Lady , and the Gentlenefs of the 
Spark , that his purſuit would neither be 
long nor in vain: And the truth is, Madam 
a* Olenne had fonnd the Count de Guiche fo 
handſome, and ſo much to her mind , that 
ſhe repented the Sacrifice ſhe had newly 
made to Afſillac.

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having ſound her alone , he ſpoke to her of

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were in; the Count de Gmche told him 
ſomething coldly , that he believed all 
was broaken off, conſider ing how Madam 
* Olonne treated himzand Vinewvil deſiring to 
know the particulars of the Converſation , 
the Count de Gmiche not being willing to 
diſcover what paſſed , changed diſcourſe 
every moment; this gave ſome —_— 
ro Vinewl who was cunning and in love 
with Madam £ Olonne , and only concer- 
ned himſelf in the affairs of the Count de 
Guiche , that he might prevail with his 
Miſtreſs by the things he ſhould have learnr.

How indajcreet 
ſeever a perſon 15, there 15 no Intrigue but what's 
kept ſecret in the beginning , if there be no need of 
a Confident : This I bave bad experience of un 
this Occaſion , for I am naturally enough incli- 
nedtotell an amourous adventure : And yet / 
have been three dayes without acquainting you 
with this , tho'you know all my ſecrets, but 
have patience, my Dear, I am going to tell 
you all that paſſed between Madam d* Olonne 
and me, and by the exaSeſt Relation in the 
World , in ſome manner requite the offenes 
done to the friendſbip I bave for you.

day after our Wedding , he fell into ſo furious 
a jealor ſy of Roquelaure , who had belped him 
79 Carry me away, that ke conld not conceal it 3 
an 
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and yes he could never have had leſs reaſon than 
at what he gave him;, and now avain I find 
that be renews his ſuſpicions , and yet [canner 
devine of whom its : All that I can ſays, 
that I doubt whether his mind would be at reſt, 
tho I were in the Countrey and ſay none but 
Domeſticks, [ ſhall not come to further part:- 
culars with you, Madam, . I even know not 
whether my Lord Duke aimes at any one , when 
be tells me he is ſatisfied with you ;,, but you 

upon what I bave told you take ——__ 
for your Conduft, And thereupon having 
taken leave of her , he left her under terr+- 
ble diſquiets. She immediately Pave notice 
of all this to the Duke of Nemorrs, and 
they reſolyed together that they would con- 
ſtrain themſelves more than they had 
thitherto done. 

In the mean time thePrince of Conde , 
was wholly taken up in Contriving how 
to reduce the People of Paris: by Famine, 
to deliver the Parliament , that had pro- 
miſed a ſum to thoſe who would bring the 
Cardinals Head , fancyed that the taking 
of Charenton would much advance this 
Succeſs , which Carle guarded with five or 
{x hundred Men : he reaſſembled part of 
the Quarters, and with a thouſand Men, 
2t the head of whom Gaſton of France , the 
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King's Unkle, and Lieutenant General of 
the Regency, would needs place himſelf, 
he came to Attack Charenton in three places. 
As the Retrenchments at the Avennes were 
but bad , it was not difficult for the King's 
Troops to force them. Bur the Duke of 
Chaitillon, who commanded the Attacks 
under the Prince was wounded in the belly 
with a Musket ſhot in the Burrough , of 
which he dyed the Night after. The 
Prince regretted him extreamly, and his 
grief was ſo violent that it could not laſt. 
By what had palled you may judge that the 
Dutchelles Affliftion was not very great, 
and you may judge it much better by what 
ſhall happen in the ſequel ; however ſhe 
wept, ſhe tore her Hair, and made appear 
the Appearances of the greateſt Deſpair i- 
maginable, the Publick was ſo deceived , 
that this Sonnet was made upon his death.

The Duke of Nemours, who was better 
informed than the reſt of the World, was 
not aſtoniſhed at Madam de Cheſtillon?s at- 
fliction : He timed his buſineſs ſo well, that 
the exceſs of grief had altered in that poor 
deipairing fair One, and was ſo earneſt with 
her to grant him Enjoyment, that the fear 
ſhe had had of her Husband , had hindred 
her from allowlng him during his life, that 
ſhe made an Aſhenation with him on the 
day of his Burial. Bordeaux , one of her 
Women, who fancied that the Duke*s death 
would ruin the Fortune of K:cour , who 
ſought her in Marriage , was tincer a real 
Afﬀfiiction 3 infomuch that when ſhe ſaw the 
Duke of Nemours upon the point of recei- 
ving the leaſt Favours from her Miſtreſs, on 
a day that the moſt diſſolute conſtrain 
themſelves , the horrour of this ation re- 
doubled her grief, and without going ont 
of the Chamber, ſhe diſturbed the plea- 

lure 
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ſure of thoſe Lovers by her ſighs and y Goof 
tears. .The Duke well-ſeeing that if he 
did not appeaſe this Womanzhe ſhould not* 
have for the future in his Amour all the 
ſweetneſs that he wiſhed for , took care to - 
comfort her, at his going out, and told her 
that he was ſenſible of the 1-15 = had of 
the Duke ; but that he wovid © 17 ciend ro 
her, and take care of her Fortune as the 
deceaſed had done , and that ſhe ſhou!d find 
as much good will in him as ſhe had done 
in the other, and perhaps more power ; and 
that till he conld do ſomething conſiderable 
for her, hedeſired her toreceive Four tho 
ſand Crowns that he would ſend her on the 
morrow. Theſe words had ſo much virtue 
that Bordeaux wiped away her tears, and 
promiſed the Duke to entereſſe herſelf 
for him as long as ſhe lived ;, and told him 
that her Miſtreſs had all the reaſon in rhe 
World not to ſpare any thing, for the giving 
him marks of her Love. On the Morrow 
Bordeaux had the Four thouſand Crowns 
which the Duke had promiſed her,and fince 
that time ſhe ſerved him preferably to all? 
thoſe who would not give her ſo much. 

The Peace being made , in the beginning 
of the Spring, the Court returned to Pa- 
78, The Prince, who had newly freed the 

Cai- 
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Cardinal out of a dangerous buſineſs, fold 
himhis Servicesat a very dear rate that he 
had done him in that War. The Cardinal 
waz not only unable to perform what he 
daly demanded of hum 4 but was not able 
to ſupport the laſolence with which he de- 
manded Fayours: The Government of Pore 
de Letrebt, that the Prince had forced from 
him for his Brother in Law the Duke of 
Longueville , contrary to the iarention of 
the Court, andthe boldneſs with which he 
hud exatted from the Queen that (be ſhould 
lee Gerſe , aſter the confidence he had had 
to write an Amorous Ticket to her Majeſty, 
made the Cardinal at'length reſolve to free 
himſelf from the tyranny he was under , 
under pretext of revenging the Contempc 
that was had of the royal Authority; he 
communicated this Deſign to_the Duke of 
0:leans, who remembred his Exempr's bro» 
ken Staft by the Prince, and who lor thac 
'and the jealouljie of his great Merit, had 
reaſons to hate him ; and the Cardinal let- 
ting him know that Riwzere , who governed 
him, was the Prince?*s Penſioner, he made 
him give his word that he would conceal 
this Aﬀaic from his Favourite. T he Prince 
of Cinde , the Frince of Conty,and the Duk2 
of Lengaeville theic Brother in Laws "ay 
t00 
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took into Cuſtody in the Palace where the 
King then lodged : In the mean time Monli- 
eur Tharenne , who for the Engagements he 
had with the Prince of Condd , had reaſon 
ro fear being taken , and who beſides was 
enraged againſt the Court for the Principa- 
lity of Sedan, which his Family was depri- 
ved of, withdrew to Srbney , where Madam 
de Longreville arrived preſently after, and 
the Prince's Officers caſt themſelves into 

arde ; Madam de Chaſtillon applyed 
herſelf to the Princeſs Dowager, and enga- 
ged the Duke of Nemours her Lover in her 
Intereſts. 

Sometime after that the Princes were in 
Priſon. The Princeſs Dowager had leave to 
ro ſtay at her Coſins Madam de Chaſtillen*s, 
A Prieſt called Cambiac, who had intro- 
dnced himſelf to Madam de Bomtewille*s, by 
the means of Madam Brienne , was fent to 
Madam «e Chaſtillon by her Mother ; he had 
not been there long, but that he governed 
her, inſomuch that he interpoſed between 
her and the Duke of Nemonrs. This Com- 
merce giving him occaſion of having great 
Familiarities with Madam de Chaſtillon , he 
fell in love with her, and to that degree, as 
to faint away as he was ſaying Maſs. The 
Princels Dowager falling into that fir of 
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Sickneſs, which ſhe died of, Cambiar, who 
had acquired great Credig with her, em- 
ployecHt in favour of Madam de Chaſtihon - 
He procured her a hundred thouſand 
Crowns worth of Jewels , and the Lord- 
ſhip of Marlon for her life, which was worth 
two thonfand pounds a year, The Duke 
of Nemours, whom the cares of Cambiac 
for Madam de Chaſtillon had ſomething a- 
larm*d, was quite jealous at the News of 
the Princeſſes Will. He did not believe 
that it was caſie to reſiſt ſuch conſiderable 
Service ; and though he could not blame his 
Miſtrels ſor having received them, he was 
enraged that ſhe was obliged for them to a 
Man whom he conſidered as his Rival. And 
he was not miſtaken; for what Cambiac 
had done had coſt that fair One Favours; 
for though ſhe loved the Duke of Nemoars 
beſt, ſhc loved Riches beſt of all. How- 
ever, as ſhe had no longer occaſion for Cam- 
biac aſter the Princelles death ,"it was not 
difficulr for her to ſet, her Lovers mind at 
reſt, by turning off that poor Prieſt. 

The Coadjutour of Paris, and Madam de 
Chevreuſe, who had been inthe Plot of ſ&@z- 
ing the Princeſs, finding that the Cardinal 
became too inſolent, cauied the Dake of 
Orleans to take it into conſideration, andre- 
preſcared 
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preſented to him that if he contributed to 
the Liberty of the Princels, he would not 
orly be reconciled with them , but would 
engage them altogether in his Intereſts, be+. 
ſides the deſign of weakning the Cardinal?; 
Authority , which gave ombrage to the 
Party called la Fronde, every one had till 
his particular Intereſt. Madam de Cheurgyſe 
would have had the Prince of Conty, for 
whom the Court had demanded a Cardinals 
Cap at Rome, to have matried her Daugh- 
ter; and the Coadjurour would be ſubs 
rogated to the nomination of the Prince, 
It was upon this promiſe that the Princeſs 
of Conde and Comy gave under their hands 
to Madam de Ch:wreyſe , that ſhe and the 
Coadjutour endeavoured to free them out 
of Priſon. The thing having ſucceeced as 
they had projeCted ; and the Cardigal him- 
ſelt having been conſtrained to leave France, 
the Prince had no moderation in his new 
Proſperity, and this obliged the Court to 
entertain new Deſignes upon his Perſon. 
He withdrew immediately to his Houſe at 
Sazre Manre, and ſometime after to Mon- 
rond, and from thence to his Government 
of Guyenne, The Duke of Nemours follow- 
ed him, and Madam de Longueville, who 
was with her Brother, being taken with his 
Merit, 
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Merit, had ſo much Complaiſance for him, 
that this Prince, tho very much in love elle- 
where, could nat reſiſt her, but yielded 

| rhrough the weaknels of the Fleſh, rather 
» rhan'the inclination of the heart. The Duke 
* of Rochefoucault , who had been for three 
| yearsthe beloved Gallant of Madam de Low 
gueville, ſaw the Infidelity of his Miſtreſs 

* with alltherage that can be had in ſuch like 
{ Qcralions. But ſhe being full of a great 
” Paſſion for the Duke of Nemows, was not 
* at allcareful to pleaſe her ancient Lover, 
Z The firſt time that ſhe ſaw the Duke of Ne- 
* mow: inprivate, ſhe asked him in the moſt 
paſſionate moment of the Aſſignation, what 
% had paſſed between him and Madam de Cha- 

| fiilbn: The Duke having anſwered her thar 
he had not had any Favour: Ab! I am wi- 
dont, ſaid ſhe to him, ſince in +be Poſture we 
are in at preſent, you have the power to conceal 
the truth. This Commerce did not laſt long, 
and the Duke of Nemoxrs not being able to 
force himſelf to pretend love where he had 
none; and you may imagine that the Prin- 
ceſs, who was naſty, and had an ill ſmell 
with her, could not conceal her ill Quali- 
tics fromg Man, who was infinitely in love 
$ clſewhere. Theſe Diſpguſts did likewiſe 
$ further the Journey that the Duke of Ne- 
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mours was to make into Flanders, to bring a 
Succour of Strangers to the Princes Party : 
But the real cauſe of. his impatience was, to 
ſce Madam de Chaſtillon again , whom he e- 
ver loved morethan his life ; whgreupon he 
paſſed through Paris , where he ſaw her a- 
gain, and put her into that wretched Con- 
dition that may be called the Shipwrack of 
Widows, When ſhe perceived her misfor- 
tune, ſhe ſought for the means to be freed 
fromit. Des Fougerets,a famous Phyſician, 
undertook this Cure, and while he bad her 
in hand, the Prince of Conde,returned from 
Guyenne to Paris, and brought 14 Rechefou- 
cault with him. 

The Prince had lively Eyes, a Hawks and 
ſharp Noſe, hollow lean Cheeks, a long 
Face, and the Phyliognomy of ah Eagle , 
frizled Hair,, his Teeth were ill ſet and na- 
ſty, a careleſs Aire, bad bur little care of 
his Perſon, but was well ſhaped ; his Wit 
had a great deal of flame, but was not ex- 
a(t ; he laughed much and difagreably , his 
Genius was admirable for War, and parti- 
cularly for Battails. On the day of Batrail 
he was mild to Friends, and fierce to Enc- 
mies; He had an unparallePd neatneſs of 
Wit, force of Judgment , and Faſineſs af 
Exprefhon, be was Roguiſhly ——_ 
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had Faith Probity in great Occaſions * 
He was natorally infolent and without re- 


gard, bur Adverfity had taught him how 
ro live. This Prince finding himſelf diſpo- 
{ed to fall in love with the Dutcheſs, Ls 
Rochbefoucaxlt helped ſtill ro inflame him by 
the great deſire he had of being revenged on 
| rhe Duke of Nemours. Rochfoucaulr perſwa- 
ded him to give her the Propriety of Mar- 
lou , which ſhe had only the uſt-fruit of, tel- 
| ling him that Madam de Chaſts lon was youn- 
{ ger than he, and that this Preſent would 
* only injure his Poſterity ; and that a Lord- 
* ſhipof twothouſand pounds a year, more or 
leſs, would neither render him richer nor 

? poorer. 
* When the Prince fell in love with Ma- 
: damdeChattiifon, ſhe was in the hands of 
| Des rg , who made uſe of Vomitsro 
free her of thoſe il] Circumſtances. The 
Prince, who was continually at her 
ide, asked her what her Sickneſs 
told him that ſhe believed ſhe wagpoy ſon- 
cd. This Lover being extreangly grieved 
to ſee his Miſtt eſs ifdanger of herlife, told 
the Apothecary, who ſerved her, that he 
would cauſe him to be hanged: This poor

« M-dicrs Brother , of a pretty good Fa- | 
mily in Paris, had a pleaſing Face , much 
Learning, and was a welbred man: His 
Humour was pleaſant andSatyrical,tho very 
fearful ; this had often brought him. into 
trouble ; he was undertaking with Women, 
and that made him atmoſt atways ſucceſsſul, | 
he had had an lerrigue with Madam deAfonr- | 
bazon, Madam de Mory, and likewiſe with * 
the Princeſs of Wirrembergh: And this laſt ' 
GaHantry had fo cmbroiled him, with = | 
© | 
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late Duke of Chafilan , that without the 
Prince's prateftion he would have ſuffered 
ſome Violences , and Chaftilons hatred for 
him, had.ſuſficiently diſpoſed his Wife to 
love him. But let us leave Vinewil for ſome- 
time, and return to the Duke of Ne- 
monrs. 

His Jealouſie ſo tranſported him, that ha- 
ving one day found the Prince at Madam de 
Chaſtillon's whiſpering with her, he all 
ſcratched his handswithour perceiving what 
he did 5 and it was ane of his Servants who 
made him take notice of the Condition he 
had put himſelf in. Art length , not being, 
able to ſuffer the Princes Viſits to his Mi- 
ſtreſs, he deſired her to go for ſome time to 
her Country Houſe, She loving him ex- 
treamly, and not thinking that a ſhost ab- 
ſence would cool the Prince*s Paſſion, grant- 
ed him his requeſt ; and likewiſe promiſed

Madam de Chaftilfon, who of twenty Lo-- 
vers ſhe had favoured in her life time , had 
never loved any ſo much as the Duke of 
Nemours, was really grieved for his death. 
One of her Friends , who brought her the 
News of it, told herat the fame time, that 
t was requiſite that ſhe ſhould get our vf 
one of Monſieur de Nemours his Vater de 
Chamber's hands, a Cabinet full of her Let- 
ters. She ſent for him, and upon the pro- 
miſe ſhe made him of giving him five hun- 
dred Crowns,ſhe got the Cabinet from him, 
but the poor Fellow could never get avy of 
the Money. 

As for the Prince, what obligation ſcever 
he had ro the Duke of Nemowrs, jealouſic 
had fo diſunited them, that he was very 
glad of his death. Glory as well as Love 


had caufed ſo much Emulation between 
" thera, that they could not bear with one a- 
nother , and this is ſo true, that' if the | 


Prince had-had a mind to have taken all rhe 


Precantions neceſſary to hinder the Duke of | 
Nemours from fighting , he might have pre- | 
vented the Duel. One thing more which F 
made 2PPEar that there was more of Glory | 
Love in the Prince?s Heart,was that 

a 
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2 moment after-the death of his Rival , he 
hardly loved Madam de Cha#illon any lon- 
ger, and contented himſelf with keeping 
meaſurey of Civility with her , to make uſe 
of her upon occaſion , and when he ſhould 
think convenient. 

And indeed at that time, the Cardinal 
thinking that ſhe governed the Prince , ſent 
the Great Provoſt of France to her, to offer 
her from him an hundred thouſand Crowns 
ready , and the Place of Superin- 
tendant of the future Queens Family,in caſe 


- ſhe would oblige the Prince to grant the Ar- 


ticles he deſired , and abandon the Count 
a* Oignon, the Duke of Rechefoucawlt , and 
Preſident Yiole, During the Negotiation 
of the Grand Provoſt, an Officer . of the 
Guards, called Moxcherre, negotiated like- 
wiſe on the Queens or with Madam de 
Chaſtillon;, but ſhe, feeing that ſhe could 
not perſwade the Prince to do the things 
that the Countdeſired, ſent the Queen word 
that ſhe counſelled her to grant the Prince 
all that he ſhould deſire of her , and that 
afterwards her Majeſty would know well c- 
nough how todcal with a Subjeft , who ta- 
king advantage of the diſorder of the At- 
fairs of his Maſtery had forced from her 
ſhameful Conditiofs, and ſuch as wers 
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prejudicial to her Authority. /.-./- 

At that time,gthe Abbot Foucquert having 
been taken by the Enemies, was brought to 
the Palace of Cinde;..he had a very (harp 
Converſation with the Prince, but onthe 
morrow things began to cool , and ſome 
days after the Treaty of Peace was renewed 
with him. As he was a Priſoner upon pa- 
rol , and that he went every where he 
a mindto, he made ſome Viſits 
de Chaſtillon , believing t 
be done with the Prince y her interpo- 
ſition; and it was in thoſe Viſits thathe fell 
in love with her. 

Vixevil. governcd then Madam de Chaftil- 
los pretty peaceably; Cambiac was retired 
ſince 'that the Prince was in love , and that 
the Duke of Nemonrs was dead , and this 
had very much diminiſhed the Prince?s Paf- 
ſion ; inſomuch that ſome days after having 
been conſtrained to retire into Flanders by 
the accommodation of Paris, he was upon 
the point of departing without taking leave 
of Madarn de Chaſtillon, and when at length 
he went to ſee her , he was but a moment 
with her. 

The King being returned to Paris, the 
Abbot Fourquere fancied that if Madam de 
Chaſtillon ſtayed thereghe ſhould haye Rivals

Cardinal ro fend her away, faying that ſhe 
work every day fet-on foot a thonfand In- 
triSucs againſt the Inteteſts of rhe Court , 
which ſhe could not do elſewhere; and this 
obliged the Cardinal to fend her ro Marlenr

Creſts an Engliſhman who had hired a Houfe 
near Marlon, where he uſially kept his 
Equipage , and where he came to ly ſome- 
times 4 and the other was Digby Earl of 
Briſtol, Governour of the Iſle of Mawr: 
Theſe rwo Noble men fell in love with the 
Dutcheſs; Crofts was a peacable Man and 
addicted to Pleafures , and Briſtol was 
boughtly , brave and ſnll of ambition, 
Whenthat -Camisac had ſeen the Prince 
50 obt of France, he had made his 
cations to Madam de CheftsMlon ; inforut 
that he Nayed with her at Marton; and *& 
he was not fo mach efraid of the Abbert 
© oucquer of of Briffel , as of the Prince , 
he freely told Madam de Chaft rfon his Ser- 
timents of her carriage with #1 her Lovers. 
She, not being willing to be contradiaed 
K 4 
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in her new deſigns, and particularly by a 
Party rode rh rook his Remonſtrances 
very ill ; inſomuch that things growing 
daily worſe and worſe between them, Cam- 
biacat length retired grumbling, and as a 
Man that ought to be feared. Sometime 
after he wrote a Letter without a Name , 
and with a forged Hand , in which he gave 
her notice of the ill they talked of her in 
the World. She ſuſpelted however that 
this Letter came from him , becauſe he 
ſent her word of things , that no body bur 
ſhe could know of. At length Madam 
de Chaſtillon learning from ſeveral parts 
that Cambiac railed againſt her, the deſired 
madam Piſrexx , whom ſhe was very well 
acquainted with, aud who had a power 
over him , to withdraw fome Letters of 
Conſequence that he had of hers, which 
Madam de Piſieux promiſed her to do, and 
at the fame time ſent word to Cambrac to 
come to her at her Houſe at Marins near 
Pomoiſe. It is to be obſerved that ſince 
that Cambiac was gone from Madam de 

. Chaſtilon, ſhe had made a thouſand Com- 
plaints againſt him to my Lord Digby, 
This Lover, who only thought of pleaſ- 
ing his Miſtreſs, and who ruined himſelf 
in expences for her ſake, did not ſtick at

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promiſing her a Vengance. that ſhould coſt 
him nothing y and whercin he would. fiad 
his particular intereſt : He took the time 
that Cambiac being at Marine, was one day * 
on Horſeback to go abroad , and having 
{cized him with hve or ſix Troopers, he 
fent him to Marlon. Madam de Chaſtillon 
knowing that Lovers that had been well 
treared ought never to be offended by 
halves, was much perplexed at the manncr 
that Cambiac was now uſed , ans Aeeg 
that no Body would be ſuspe but her 3 
ſhe was very ill fatisfied with Drgby, and 
would have ſooner pardoned him the Death 
of Campac than the ſeizing him after this 
manner : Butin ſhort, not being able to 
uado what was done. 1 an extrearm 
ly grieved , faid ſhe to him, «tr. what bas 
new hippened to you, 1 perceive that the 
Imprytinent who has done you this Affrent ,
